Sr. Loom, Sept. 29.—A dispatch 
from the City of Mexico says: A 
revolution has been precipitated in 
the Republic of Guatemala which will 
unquestionable become general. A 
gentleman who left the city of Guate- 
mala On the moruing of the 16th inst., 
and who reached this city on 
horseback Acapuico, brings in- 
formation of an outbreak that occurred 
in Guatemala City on the 15th inst., 
and was still in progress when he left. 
According to bis story the people of 
that city were celebrating the anni- 
versary of their national holiday. It 
appears that President Barillas had 
personally appointed the orators of 
the day. To this the masses took ex- 
ceptions, and when the orators took 
the rostrom it was the signal fora 
storm of stones, which set them to 
flight. An exciting scene followed, 
and every known Liberal or Barillas 
partisan was driven from the plaza. 
After that the masses elected their 
own orators, and most violent and in- 
cendiary speeches followed. 

The news of the riot spread rapidly, 
apd soon Barillas threw a battalion 
of infantry into the large square for 
the purpose of dispersing the mob. 
They, with fixed bayonets, attempted 
to carry the plaza by assault, but were 
met with a shower of stones and bul- 
lets from revolvers. This action of 
the mob put them to flight, leaving 
many dead and wounded. Members 
of the mob shouted: ‘“Let’s etorm 
the National Palace, kill Barillas and 
restore the Republican form of gov- 
ernment. Guatemala should not be 
ruled by a dictator; plundering of the 
national treasury must cease.” 

Barillas then ordered the artillery 
into the plaza and the infantry and 
two cannon to guard his residence. 
When the guns were turned .on the 
mob it dispersed. The people left the 
plaza, but fought in the side streets; 
in fact, they practically, during the 
night of the 15th, heid full control of 
the city, though at intervals they 
were attacked by the infantry, who 
shot many of them. 

It is thought this will cause a gen- 
eral revolt throughout the entire Re- 
public of Guatemala and engender war 
in all the other Central American 
States. A strict censorship is main- 
tained over all the prees dispatches 
and mails are trifled with to prevent 
the leaking of any information con- 
cerning the actual condition of the 
country. It.is stated that cable com- 
munication with Guatemala is in- 
terrupted. : 

Yesterday afternoon the Anglo-

Demecrats Oppese Silver Coinage.

Worcester ( Maas,), Sept. 29.—The 
Democratic State Convention was 
called to order this morning by Chair- 
man Corcoran of the {state Central 
Committee. He made a short ad- 
dress. Committees were appointed 
and the convention permanently or- 
ganized by the choice of Hon. A. Col- 
lins, of Boston, as chairman. The 
chairman, in the course of his speech, 
while speaking on the Republican 
party, said: ‘‘The present complaint 
is there has been ,too large a coinage 
of silver dollars, worth, as bullion or 
as merchandise, only 80 cents a piece; 
and the fearisthat continued coinage 


| will dangerously inflate the currency 
and ultimate!y drive gold out of circu- 
lation. A yearagothe treasury was 
coining at the rate of two million dol- 
lars per month, these 80 cent dollars, 
und the demand on the part of sound 
financiers was that the coinage should 
cease or that something should be 
done to insure a parity of the silver 
dollar with the gold one. But the ad- 
ministration had a debtdue to the 
silver men of the far west, as well! as 
to the iron and wool men, and to other 
monopolists. Sothe silver men de- 
manded payment. The result was 
the Sherman act. The Republican

Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
governmest, which looks closer into the gen- 
ulveness of Its s'aples than ours, has in some 
of the alleged “ Guest” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice- 
husks, aod willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are apuually imported as tea, 
which without the cqloring process would be 
impossible. They report tea as one of the most 
notoriously adulteratéd articles of commerce. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchantable product with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter is tuo 
strong to withstand, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,” et¢., Would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed.
